The Examiner notes that the new limitation "disposed laterally spaced apart from each other along a horizontal direction" appearing in 
^^independent claims 1 and 15 in conjunction with the limitations of removable first and second printed circuit boards raises new issues 
requiring further consideration and or search. The Examiner notes that Sasuga et al. (US 5,680,183) has first and second printed circuit 
boards positioned directly on top of each other (Applicant's Amendment After Final, Pages 11 and 12). There is no indication in the 
Sasuga reference that there is no space contained between the boards. Thus, the new limitation as currently presented for examination in 
conjunction with the removability of the printed circuit boards raises the need for further search and or consideration. 
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
